What- 
ever may have bot-n tho opinion of the 
world when tho war first broke out, it i"* 
now plain that neither Germany, nor Aus 
tria, nor Italy will Btir a dnger topieserve 
the territorial.; integrity of Turkey, and 
Bhould Great Britain .Beek, to 'befriend 
Turkey at this terrible crisis will the rest 
of Europe look on Tinmovod ? It is cei- 
taih that Great Britain will not suffor 
Eussia to take OonBtantinoplo. Let no 
man rnn away with the iilca thut Turkish 
interests are alone comproiuisod by the 
present position of affiiirs in tho East. 
The questions at iHSUo do not turn on tho 
mere mattt^r of the possession of more or 
less real-estate by the Eussian Em- 
pire. It is Great Britain's Eastern 
Empire thut is at stake at Con- 
Btautinoplo Her commercial supremacy 
■ in the Mediterranean is threatened. 'NVitii 
Armenia and the valley of tho Euphtatea 
in Enisian hands one evenue to India ia 
closoil to British commeree forever. Wjtb 
the Black Seaconverti-d into ft EuBsiah lake 
and the Bofphcrus into a llucsitin caual 
how long will the route to India via the 
Suez Caual reujuiu open to Great Britain? 
'. Not a moment longer than llusHia ciui 
•wrest it from her. What ia England's 
position to-day? She stands practically 
alone— without an ally ofij -the dontineut 
of Europe who»e assistance she onh reckon 
upon in case of need. If she goes to war 
with Russia she mu;-t fight her, awd per- 
haps some other Power, iilone. The tele- 
graph mention.'* a rumor tl>at tho Mar- 
quis of Sitlisbury and Earl Stanley 
have resigned. The Marquis is known as 
the peace mem'cer of the British' Gubinet. 
If he has retired tho voi3es of his oollea- 
gues are raised f^r war. Tho story 
of Derby's withdruwul ia ii mere 
stockjobbing repoit Wo have .naui 
that Great Britain has no ally on the 
continent. "We htiongly t-usjiect thut more 
than one continental nation would he glad 
to see Great Britain's commercial and 
political t-uproiuacy destroyed, and it i^ 
by no mcaus certiiin that she hus not 
jealous foes who would bi; ready, ns op- 
portunity occurs, to l■ou^e themselves to a 
state of activity. But if Great Britain ha-> 
no allies in Europe, she has a host of 
allies in other parts of the world. We 
refei to Ijer colonies. They are growing 
with a rapidity unparalelled. Suon tliey 
will have attuined the proportions of pow 
erful nations. What «ill bo their .ilnliis 
toT/ards the Mother Empire then? Will 
they oontiuue to be, as row, limbs partly 
severed from' ' the trunk, having no 
cohesivo qualities and awiiiting the 
occurrence of the first i-torm to 
be blown awnj ? or will tliey bo 
como more closely connected with tho 
parent tree, ready and able to take thoii 
share of the bufl'. tiug of over\- wind tbiit 
may blow? Enj-'Iaud ha-i it in her power 
to change the liaiiTO of her relationship 
to tho eo oiiios. Shi! should allow them 
to participate in the duty of governing 
the Empire. Repre.^entatives from the 
colonies should bo admitted to 8pat«atSt. 
Stephen's, and tako part in Imperial Ipr- 
islation just as repres-entatives for bor- 
. onghs and counties no^ legislate, W.ith 
the privilege of legislation extended to 
the colonies would come the grave res- 
ponsibility of shouldering a fair share 
of Iai|)erial rcBponsibiiitieH and burthens. 
So when, as now, u great foreifjii war im- 
pended, Britoim in every partof the world 
wonld spring to arms iu defonoo of their 
oommon oonntry.

La-st evening Von. Archdoiicon Wright 
delivered iin al*lo and interesting loeliuo 
lit tho Philbariuouio IIiiU on tho wars bo- 
ti^'ecn Rufsiu and Turkey. The chair was 
tnkou at 8 u. m. by Dr. Ash, M P.P.. after 
which the Yen. Arahdeaeon reviewed the 
general policy of ajigression put forth by 
Enssin, during tho last four empires, com- 
mencing by seizing tei'rilory from Sweden 
equal to that now hold by Sweden, after 
wiiich eamo designs on Turkey and all tho 
various excuses put forward by Catherine, 
Peter the Great.and Nicholas, for warring 
on tho Ottoman Empire and the results of 
each. During these reigns there hove 
beon seven gront wars with riukoy, in 
ono of which Kiisai;! was nHHiatod by Aus- 
tria, which nation retired early having 
bton badly beaten and obliged 
to yield up torritoiy for her pro- 
sumption, after which Turkey turned 
her attention to Bussia, which also retir- 
ed. In air tho remaining six wars, in- 
cluding the w.ir of 1S2;), Turkey liaa boon 
beaten and forcfd to yieUl territory. Tlio 
Arobdeacoii oxplaieed at aomo length the 
value of Turkey's f mr lines of defjuco: 
Fir.-it, tho valley of tho Pruti), running at 
right angles to tho Danubo; secondly, the 
Danube itself; thirdly, th^3 Balkans; and 
fourthly, a line rumiiug cast and west 
from the little Balkans, tho lat- 
ter being almost as important as tlie 
Danube itself, and ono which could with- 
in two or three week^ be made almost im 
pregnable. Tho lecturer finished by re- 
viewing tho cost of these seven wars and 
tho territory wbioh Bussia has acquired 
thereby. At tho close of the lecture Mr. 
Fell, on behalf of tho Mechanics Insti- 
tute, moved ft vote of tlianks which W:is 
seconded by Mr. R, Williams and carried 
unanimously.

BRITISH COITTMBIA'S BRIGHTEN- 
ING PROSPECTS ! 

What the San Prancisco "Bulletin" has 
to say abont Cariboo Quartz. 

For a gro.it many years British Colum- 
bia has been under a cloud. Tho placers 
of Cariboo wore rapidly giving out. No 
gold field subsequently discovered iu the 
province gave promise of pormani uco. 
rhoro was no market to warrant tho de- 
velopment of its aglioultural r.sK(3urcoa. 
Every branch of industry languished. 
Every year told tho story of decreased 
products and dimiuislied popu.atiuu. The 
province threatened to return to its prim- 
itive state of a Hudson Bay hunting 
ground — to be remanded to the rule of 
tho redskin, tho fur-dcalor and tho trapper. 

But British Columbia's i)rosi3oet8 aro 
now brightening. During the current 
year, the efforts of tho mining poi>ulation 
have beon directed to tho discovery and 
development of gold-bearing quartz 
lodges. To encourage tho movement th3 
Provincial Government liberally offered a 
bonus of $15,000 to tho first quartz mill 
erected in the Pistrict of Ciurib^o. It 
also went to the additioniil expense of im- 
porting a quartz mining export from 
Grass Valley, California, and installed 
him iu tho position of Governmeut Min- 
ing expert. The same gentleman is un- 
derstood to occupy tho private cajiacity 
of representing a number of San Franois-- 
co capitalists iutercaled in the ; quartz- 
mining enterprises inaugurated in Cari- 
boo. Under these stimulating measures 
of tho Provincial Govemmont ii largo 
umouut of prospecting foa gold-bearing 
quartz ledges has been dono during the 
past .yumuier; a ten stamp quartz mill bus 
been erected, and several well defined 
lodges have been partially tested with 
satisfactory results. 

Tho csisteuco of gold-bearing quartz 
lodges iu the mountiiins of Cariboo has 
boon known for tlie past thirteen years. 
As far back as 18u-l an attempt was made 
to develop a quartz ledge near Eichfield, 
William Creek, but it failed oWmg to the. 
iuexporienco of those engaged in ;it, and 
tho work was abandoned. 

In 18G9 a ledge waa discovered near 
Ceutreville, Mo.-(^uito Creek, and another 
soon after at tho head of Lowheo Creek, 
both of wliicli contained free gold in con- 
sidorable quantities, but nothing could bo 
made out ef either for want of o.xiierionce. 
The province, at that time, contained no 
miners who understood tho scionco of 
working quartz. 

From recent reporls received from 
Cariboo, a new industrial era ia oviJontly 
dawning on British Columbia. It is, ap 
parently, ou the eve of passing from the 
uncertainty of [ilacer mining to tho per- 
manency of quartz milling. Au experi- 
mental cru.'-liinK of (piartz han, it is repre- 
sented, yioldei! $18 [ler ton, and an assay 
lias beon obtained fmui tho Bonanza ledge 
of $90 23 to llio ton uta depth of fifty feet 
from the surf.ice. (J uartz niining in Aus- 
tralia will pay with a yield of less thau 
$■2 i)or toil, and tiioro are quiitz lodges in 
Sierra county whicli li ive tjoen jiruht.ibly 
workeil for years with a yield of only 
about $3 pi'r ton. The price of labor in 
Cariboo is no greater thau on tho Com 
stock, and low grade ore ought to be pro- 
litahle to work there. Of course, much 
will depend on tho width of tho ore body 
and tho easo which it may bo crushed and 
the gold amalgamated. Tho Victoria pa- 
jiers stale that ono of tho ledges discover- 
ed has been traced for a distance of live 
miles, and is of an average width of eigh 
teen feet. But most of the ledges disco- 
vered aro narrow on tho surface. Whut 
they iiiav prove on further exploration it 
will take sunie timo to toll. I'rospectmg 
for now ledges mu.st nocoss-arily bo oxpen- 
sivo, and many disuppointments are sure 
to be encountered. 'Ihe face of tho gold 
■bearing belt is heavily mo.s8-grown and 
thickly timbered. Tho rock forma'ion ia 
only exiio^ed in tho canons and where 
tho alluvial has been removed in placer 
mining. 

Whatovor sncoesa British Columbia 
may have in store for it, San Francisco is 
certain to share. Our ooiAmercial rela- 
tions aro intimate, and' many of the no- 
coasarics of life consumed in tho province 
are obtained from San Frauci.-'co. Tho 
development of an extensive quartz min- 
ing interest will naturally result in an 
increase of its mining population, and a 
greater demand for those goods whioh tho 
pruvinco is unable to prodnoe, but which 
we cau provide. ■^--.'l 

A Railway Engineer's Opinion on the 
Rival Routes. 

Mr. C. 11. Gamsby, C. E. of tho Can- 
ada Pacific Zail way Survey, British Co 
liimbia, returned to his home in Perth on 
Monday of last week, after au obsouco 
among the mountains of that far western 
provinoo of about a year. Ilo reports 
two very Rooil and practicable routes for 
tlio railway through tho Cuecades and 
Rocky uiouutaiii i to tho prairie country 
oaHtwurd, that bnvn lioou cHtabliHlied by 
tho various Kurvcying parties up to this 
time, iiaiuoly — one coiiimencing at Bur- 
riird Inlet, near tho U. S. Boundary, and 
the othi>r at Bute Inlet, iarther north, 
and following, to a certain extent, the 
windings still further northward, of tho 
Fraser River. The southern route, both 
from tho strong opposing currents nt tho 
western terminus, rendering iiaviiralion 
eitreiiiely hazardous, and its proximity 
to the U. S. i'eriitory, he considers should 
be voted out and tho Bute Inlet termiuua 
adopted. Some fine agricultural and pas- 
toral country was found and oxidorod thia 
trip by Mr. Ganisby'a party, while he re- 
ports a wide extort of farming country 
exi-itiu;,' id' over British Columbia, iu 
its valleys and along its rivers, unsur- 
passed for forlility.
